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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 35 U.S.C 102(b) 
rejection of claim 1 1 in view of Murai and 35 U.S.C 103 rejection of claim 10 over Murai in 
view of Wolf. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
applicants arguments regarding claims 12 and 13 are not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument that Abe teaches a straight body portion is noted but not found 
persuasive. Applicant alleges that Murai teaches a straight body portion on page 6 of the 
remarks, however the Examiner assumes applicant intended to mean Abe. Claim 13 merely 
requires using a seed crystal which does not have a straight body portion but has a body shape 
selected from a cone shape or pyramid shape. Abe et al clearly teaches a seed crystal with a 
body shape comprising a conical shape or a pyramidal shape (col 8, In 60-65). Claim 13 uses 
"comprising" language and is not limited to seed crystals with only cone or pyramid shapes, as 
implied by applicant. Abe et al teaches a seed crystal which does not have a straight portion, i.e. 
the conical or pyramid portion; Abe et al therefore meets the claimed limitation. 
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
